Talk East Wales I.M.I. members 


Increasing importance to-day 

interesting lecture “Work- 
Cost Accounting for the 

Retail Motor Trade” was pre- 
sented the East Wales Region 
the Institute the Motor Industry, 
Cardiff Thursday last week 
F.C.W.A., 

Costings, said Mr. were becoming 
increasing importance, view the 
fact that unless they saw dramatic 
change the supply position for new 
vehicles the home market the retail side 
the motor industry would have con- 
centrate more and more keeping existing 
transport serviceable condition. 

There had been pioneers the study 
this matter and paid tribute Walter 
Boyle, Managing Director-and former editor 
“The Garage and Motor foun- 
der member, and past President the In- 
stitute, who, far back 1921, published 
his book “Motor Vehicle Repairs” which 
400 prices were quoted for 400 jobs. 


Most useful work 

This book had been reissued and was still 
the most useful work extant the subject. 

Until 1939 most manufacturers had issued 
schedule times and prices for various 
repair operations, but had always felt 
that these handbooks were not helpful 
they might have been the smaller 
garagists, the figures were based fac- 
tory conditions, where was possible with 


its equipment and organisation most 
jobs piece-work basis, times 
and prices which could not possibly aver- 
aged most the trade. 

The larger establishments were, more and 
more, employing qualified cost accountants, 
and having this expert advice, usually ran 
their establishments profit, and often 
lower service charges their customers; 
but the average member the retail trade 
was not able afford such expert advice, 
and was their problem that wished 
direct their minds. 


Book-keeping requirements 

referred the Motor Agents’ Associa- 
tion booklet “Repair Department Costing 
and Charging Labour,” issued May, 
1942. This was excellent production 
its kind and easy guide for establish- 
ments who kept proper books, and were 
able arrive accurate analysis 
their expenditure. 

The problem, though interesting, was far 
from being simple and its solution required 
properly planned set books which very 
few businesses the retail industry pos- 

This was largely because most firms’ 
accounts were not much more than 
“inquest” the end the financial period 
what had been done. 

This was conducted 
auditors whose chief concern appeared 
present the accounts shape that 
would make easy for them come 
agreement with the 
Inspector Taxes.

BUSINESS CHANGED HANDS 

AMAGES £635 and costs were 
the King’s Bench Division 

Tuesday and Services, Ltd., 
hire-purchase finance company Leaden- 
hall Street, London, E.C., who brought 
action against Robert Lindsay James 
College Street. Ammanford, Carmarthen, 
and Unique Hire Ltd., Haw- 
thorne Avenue, Uplands, Swansea. 

The damages were claimed for the con- 
version and retention the defendants 
five Austin and Daimler cars bought under 
hire-purchase agreement with the plain- 
tiffs Mr. Church and subsequently 
acquired the defendants purchasing 
Mr. Church’s car-hire business. 

Denying the alleged conversion, the de- 
fendants contended that they bought the 
cars good faith and that plaintiffs knew 
Mr. Church’s intention sell his busi- 
ness but did nothing prevent it. 


JUDGMENT

auction for £4,100 February, 1949, and 
the hire-purchase instalments were paid 
until the following September, when was 
found that Mr. James had bought the busi- 
ness the previous June and that Unique 
Hire Services, family company, had taken 
over the assets August.
